Farm- 
ers from nil over the province asked for a 
lower duty on implements and increased 
proteclion for farm produce. All urged 
closer trade relations with Kngland.

London, Feb. 9. — In the House of 
OommoDs to-day, Mr. Georga N. Cur- 
zon, under foreign secretary, said no- 
thing had been heard by the govern- 
ment of the formation of a provisional 
government in Crete. It la reported 
that the Greek flag has been hoisted in 
Ketimo and that order in that place is 
rapidly being restored. 

To-day's Bcssioii of the legiBlative 
chamber in Athena was a atorniy one. 
Deputy Stais making a violent attack 
nj)on the ministry because of the gov- 
ernmental policy with reference to 
Crete. There was a lively scene during 
tiie diacuBsion of Iho subject, tremen- 
dous excitement following an exchauge 
of words between Deputy .Staia and Col. 
iSinolenili^, the ministerof war. Person- 
al encounters between various depusiea 
were only prevented by the intervention 
of friends. 

i despatch from Cologne, Germany, 
Hays the Kolnieche Zeitung declares that 
the attempt of Greece to annex Crete 
will not succeed. France, it ia asserted, 
may favor the design, but the Dreibund 
and Ruaaia have agreed to maintain the 
status quo. 

A deapiitch from St. Petersburg to the 
Times says that a panic occurred on the 
bourse yesterday (Tuesday), the general 
collapse was due, it is asserted, to tfio 
rumors of war troubles in Crete and at 
Constantinople and to the spread of the 
i5uboiiic plague. Petroleum shares have 
fallen specially low, becauseof fears that 
the plague will reach the Caucasia:,-, 
regions. 

A special from Canea eays that thu 
commanders of the foreign men-of-war 
now concentrated off the Island of Crete 
have notified the captains of the Greek 
warships that no isolated atition on the 
part of the Greeks, such as bombarding 
the town or the landing of troops will be 
permitted, 

A despatch to the Times from Con- 
stantinople says that the ambassadors 
appeared more hopeful and confident, 
and that the insurrection on the Island 

Crete will speedily subside. The rep- 

=eiitative of the jiowers at Constanti- 
nople are averse to giving their consent 
to tlio despatcli of Turkisli troops to 
Canea as desired by Abdul Hainid. Tho 
Sultan and tho Porte therefore will 
send the Turkish warship and a trans- 
port to the Island of Crete for the pres- 
ent. 

A dispatch to the Times from Paris 
says that it was rumored on the Bourse 
that the commander of the Greek fleet 
was with difHculty dieauaded from bom- 
barding the Turkish towns on the Island 
of Crete. 

A dispatch to the Standard from 
Athens savs that an English man-of-war 
has arrived at Sitia, a town at the east- 
ern extremity of Crete on the north 
coast, 50 miles east of Cadian, for the 
purpose of jirotccting Christians wlio 
have iK'en attacked by Mussulmans. 

A dispatch irom Lagos, on the west 
coast of Afrii'a, announces that the col- 
umn of tho Jioyal Niger Company's ex- 
pedition against the ICiiiir of Nupee, ar- 
rived .January 'Si at ii point I-' miles dis- 
tant from Bida, llie !• uhih capital. It is 
reported that the troops had succeeded 
in driving in the Fulah outiiosts, killing 
many. A battle was expected on the 
morrow, and it was tliought tliat tho 
town of Bida would bd Oombarded the 
day following, or January 27. 

A dispatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from Vienna conlirms tlie report that 
Michael Munkaczy, the celebrated art- 
ist, is hopelessly insane. The doctors 
fiav that the paralysis ia increasing rap- 
idly and that hoi)ea for his recovery are 
very remote. 

President Faure to-day signed the ap- 
pointments of Mr. William Danna, tho 
American painter, and Mr. Rodman 
Wanamaker as foreign officers of the 
Legion of Honor. 

Fire has broken out in the naptha dis- 
trict of Baku. Twenty-nine boring 
platforms and five depots, containing a 
11) illion pooda of naptha, have been de- 
stroyed. 

The newspapers of Berlin announce 
that the Emperor William, at a parlia- 
mentary dinner eiven by Dr. Miquel, 
minister of finance, strongly urged that 
the atreneth of the Gorman navy be in- 
creased, and advocated a coalition of the 
Conservatives, Imperialists, N,itionaliBt8 
and ]>iberals in order to carry out this 
patriotic work, saying: " It this highly 
important oliject is to be attained, all 
differences must be put aside." 

A despatch to the Telegraph from Ber- 
lin says that the JJational Zeitung lias 
made an angry attack on Kngland, which 
country the journal accuses of being 
desiroiis of forwarding its own policy by 
allowing free action to the Russian- 
French deaire for the formation of a 
Greek empire. Great Britain thus hop- 
ing to pain her ends through the out 
break over the Cretan troublea. 

Mr. John I^wles, Conservative mem- 
ber for tho Haggerston division of Shore- 
ditch, moved iu the House of Commons 
that tho pauper alien question receive 
tho instant attention of the government. 
After several epeechea bad been mtidein 
support of the motion the president of 
the board of trade, Mr. C. T. Ritchie, 
said that the government recognized the 
importance of tho matter and hoped 
soon to be able to introduce legislation 
on the subject. 

The previous reports and statementB 
of Captain-General Weyler announcing 
the pacification of tho Province of Pinar 
del Eio and the almost complete dis- 
appearance of tho inaurgenta in that 
part of the island, are far from being born 
out bv the facta. When the Spanish 
commander made the remarks referred to 



ii Pinar del Rio were as quiet as he 
stated, what, has become of the arms, 
horses,' ammunition and stores of the 
7,000 men wiiom he admitted were under 
arms there. As a matter of fact the in- 
auigent forces in Pinardel Eio seem bet- 
ter ofl', more thoroughly equipped and 
better disciplined than at any previous 
state of the campaign. 

Sir Charles Dilke, advanced Liberal 
member for tho Forest of Dean division 
of Gloucesterehire, declared that the 
Liberals would oppose such legislation. 
The houfio, later, was counted out. 

Tlic Spanish troops, during a number 
of .skirmi.ihes recently in the provinces 
of Pinar del Rio, Havana and Matanzas, 
captured eight insurgent camps and de- 
stroyed eighty houses. The enemy in 
these engagements left 20 men killed 
and retired with their wounded. The 
well known leader Jose Manuel del 
Gado has been killed in a skirmish at 
Tovar, province of Matanzas. The gov- 
ernment force upon this occasion lost 
two men and had one officer and nineteen 
soldiers wounded.

Another Terrible Tale of Starvation 
and Snflferingr— Pitiable 
Conditions. 



The Greatest Famine of the Century 
—Cholera Has Broken 
Ont. 



Ji-iiiiuM'ooii, Feb. 9.— On the way to 
this city a special representative of the 
Associated Press, who is examining into 
the famine situation in India, visited the 
poor districts at Bilaspur and Katnip 
(the former is the capital of the district 
of that name which has a population of 
over 715,000 and an art.'a of about 2,000 
square miles). The jioople were found 
in a deplorable condition, the buildings 
were overcrowded and medical 
attendance was lacking. A man 
oiitaide one of them was dead 
and another dying. A girl six years of 
ago weiglied only ten pounds and several 
adults were under fifty-six pounds iu 
weight. The skin in all cases was drawn 
over the face showing the outline of the 
skulls, and the limbs and joints had the 
appearance of articulated skeletons. 
That the conditions of these people was 
pitiable is proved by the immense immi- 
gration to tlie Azom tea gardens. Six- 
teen hundred persons are drafted there 
weekly deserting wives and families. 

Jubbulpoor ia the worst part of Cen- 
tral India. It is estimated that the pre- 
sent famine is the greatest of the cen- 
tury and will greatly surpass that of 
1876, both in area and severity. The fam- 
ine belt extends to Rawal Pindi and 
Bellary, and is 1,300 miles long and 400 
miles wide. This is apart from the scat- 
tered districts. In all the rice districts 
there ia no chance of a food supply un- 
til September. The governmen will 
thus be forced to support nearly all the 
population for six months and many of 
them for eight iuonths. Whole villages 
are deserted. 

Tho government's policy at first was 
rather to ignore the lamine. It is now 
alive to the danger ond strenuous efforts 
are being made to avert the rerrible dis- 
aster, but it will have to recover lost 
time and owing to the scarcity of the 
previous three years the people will 
easilvBuccuinh. Out of the 750,000 in- 
habitants of Jubbulpoor, about 120,000 
are receiving relief. By the month of 
Jlay this number will be douijled. The 
correspondent has just heard that the 
Kursi poor-housea ol tiie western part of 
the district have been burned. Twenty- 
live persons perished. Cholera is re- 
ported to have broked out iu the Man- 
did district.

Indian Famine Fund in Toronto. 

Toronto, Feb. 9.— The council of the 
board of trade has opened an Indian fa- 
mine fund. 

Held Up in Uontreal. 
MoNTREAi., Feb. 9.— Charles Drink- 
water, secretary of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, was held up to-night by foot- 
pads on Sherbroko street, the most 
fiiBliionable street inthecitv, and robbed 
of Ilia watch and money. He was struck 
across the head and badly injured by a 
piece of lead pipe and is confined to his 
houEo. There have been several such 
cases lately. 



NOTES FROM OTTAWA. 

Crow's Nest Pass Railway— Minister Sif- 
ton's Fet— Ministers Have Ko Hope 
of Reciprocity. 

OiTAWA, Feb. 9. — The stock raisors of 
Alberta, who have had a monopoly of ' 
supplying cattle food to Eossland dis- 
trict, have protested to the government 

against the new international quaran- 
tine reeulations. 

A meeting of the cabinet will be held 
this week to consider the policyof build- 
ing the Crow's Nest Pass" raihviiy. 
Several i)ropositiona are before the gov- 
ernment and it is likely that one o£ 
them will be adopted in a few days. 

It is rumored tliat Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain has asked that a number 
of Northwest Mounted Police of Canada 
bo sent over to England next summer to 
take part in the celebration at the 
Diamouil Jubilee. 

J. A. Smart, of Brandon, has arrived 
to receive an appointment promised him 
by Hon. Mr. Sifton, He is now con- 
ferring with the minister of pstico. 
Both Mr. Burgess, deputy of the interior 
partment, and Hayter Reed, deputy 
superintendent of Indian affairs, are 
aid to be in danger of having their 
ollicea transferred to Smart. Mr. Sifton 
is undoubtedly presaing his colleaguea 
to consent to an opening beinc; made, 
but, so far, Messrs. Laurier, Mowat and 
Scott are resisting. If they finally con- 
sent to the decapitation of the occu- 
pants of the oflices promised Mr. Smart, 
it is possible Lord Aberdeen may object. 

A. W. Fraser, on behalf of the mine 
owners around Rat Portage, had an iu- 
terview on Saturday with the Superin- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs. There 
ia an Indian reserve which abuts on Rat 
Portage on account of which miners who 
are married will not bring their families 
to the place. In the event, moreover, 
of a brawl resulting in an Indian killing 
a miner, the afiair was, it is said, sure 
to be exaggerated and a report get out 
tliat the Indians had risen and were 
massacring whites and euch a report 
would do incalculable harm in frighten-^ 
ing away Britiah capital. The mine 
owners want the Indians moved to an- 
other reserve. 

It ia admitted that tho mission of Sir 
Richard Cartwright and Hon. L. II. 
Davies to Washington will result in notii- 
ing inore than a complete demonstration 
of the fact that no reciprocity treaty can 
bo anticipated with tho United States 
whilst the new regime is in power. It 
is stated by ministers that there was lit- 
tle hope of any entente being achieved, 
but it was desirable to ascertain that 
fact, and this has been done. The effect 
of the American tariff increasing duties 
on agricultural produce is not regarded 
as an unmixed evil. It will tend lo de- 
velop trade with the empire by making 
the English market almost the oidy one 
for Canadian produce.

New York, Feb. 9. — The World, under 
& London date/bas a long interview with 
Prince Bismarck by a correspondent 
called by appointment with Count Rant 
zau, a Bon-in-law of the prince, who en 
joys the closest and most conQdential re 
lationa with the great chancellor. Tlic 
World requested an expression of opin- 
ion from Prince Bismarsk on interna- 
tional arbitration j whether, in the great 
diplomatist's view, it is especially 
desired by the world, in a pure- 
ly academic or theoretic eenae; 
whether sucli a treaty, if ratified, would 
be lik'^Iy to bear the strain of a grave 
international rupture — in short, whether 
serious difhcultieB between the nations 
might not in future be settled by arbi 
tration instead of war. 

Prince' Bismarck's answer, made 
through Count Kantzau, was on the 
merits of the treaty now pending in the 
senate of the United States the Prince 
has not a word to say. Pie wishes it 
understood that the opinion he now ex 
presses ia purely theoretical or acade 
mical in respect to arbitration 
disputes between nations, not 
as an expression upon the merits of the 
peace treaty agreed upon, but not rati- 
fied, between Great Britain and the 
United Statea. On this point ho wishes 
to make no expression. Prince Bis- 
marck declares emphatically that lie de 
tests war, though he has been driven to 
advocate it where there have been no 
other means to solve disputes, and 
wi)ere the fate of the Fatherland was in 
voived. Arbitration would certainly 
have been preferred coukl they have ex 
pected the denision to have been a sac 
ceaa and considered to be just. 

" In private lilo," Prinuo Bismarck's 
statement continued, " the value of any 
agreement between dillerent persons, 
however precise the wording, depends 
entirely ou the character of the contract- 
ing parties, and eren then there are law 
courts to appeal to whenever differences 
arise. But where is there a law court — 
any law court, in fact— which could 
e'veatually enforce the sentence in the 
case of two great nations entering into a 
treaty of urbitration? 

"No statesman in this world is so 
powerful as to ue able to command the 
voice of the people in certain emergen- 
cies. No arbitration treaties will ever 
succeed in abolishing war as the sole 
means of settlement of a dispute when 
the whole future of a nation is believed 
by its people to depend on the way the 
issue ia settled. 

" The terrors of modern warfare," con- 
tinued the Iron Cliancellor's statement, 
" the uncertainty as to what the end will 
be, will do more, at present at least, to 
prevent war than any treaties could do. 
Once the people are educated enough tu 
comprehend war and its double-edged 
Bword, the a^ressors oflen being tiie 
losers, then war will cease. The present 
agitation in Great Britain and the Unit- 
eil States in favor of international arbi- 
tration proves how humanity haa ad 
vaiiceil. It is applauded for that reason, 
if nothing eUe." 



U. S. PENSION REFORM. 

Important Reduction in the Number of 
Agencies- The Order to Go Into 
EiTect on September i. 

Wasiiin'gton, Feb. 1). — The President 
has signed, on the recommendation of 
Secretary of the Intertor Francis, an im 
portant order, reducing the number of 
pension agencies in the United States 
from eighteen to nine. The object is to 
effect a cinsiderablo saving without in- 
convenienuing the pensioners. The 
secretary deraonatratea that by this re- 
duction of the pension agencies the cost 
of disbursement of pensions can be re- 
duced by at lea-^t $150,000 per annum. 

The cliaiijj;e wan made possible by an 
atnendiiifiit to the law governing the 
disbiirfiiiL' of pausiona, which amend- 
ment was ap|)roved March 23, 1800. It 
required tiiat all pensioners should after 
that date be paid by checks remitted by 
mail. Keports from the pension agen- 
cies, in reply to inquiries as to the oper- 
ation of the new law, was to the effect 
that under it the pensioners are paid 
much more promptly; that possibility 
of error is minimized, and that, upon 
the whole, it is much more satisfactory 
to pensioners than the former law. 

The agents alao advise that the pen- 
sioners receive their pensions when re- 
mittel by mail at their homes, where, 
being surrounded by family influences, 
the pensioner is much more likely to 
make a judicious disposition of his pen- 
sion money. Under the previous law 
many pensionei-s collecied theircitiarterly 
payments in person, and under the in- 
fluBDco of bad associations were often 
induced to apply those payments un- 
wisely and to deprive their families of 
the beiieilta thereof. 

The execuliivo order will go into efVect 
September 1 next, its execution having 
been postponed until that date in order 
that no pensioner should suiler incon- 
venience in consequence of delay in re- 
ceiving his pension, and give ample time 
for the removal of the rolls and records 
from th(^ agencies discontinued.

ARBITRATION TREATY. 

Discussion in tbe Senate— Mr. Sherman 
Anxious Tliat n Vote Shall 
Be Reached. 

Wasuin-gto.v, Feb. 9.— The Anglo-Am- 
erican arbitration treaty was under con- 
sideration by the senate from 1 o'clock to 
5: 30 yesterday. The entire proceedings 
were in executive session and behind 
closed doora. The first half of the ses- 
aion was spent in debating a motion in- 
troduced by Senator Hill to consider the 
treaty in open senate, and the most ani- 
mated part of the proceedings was based 
upon this motion. Tlio debate waa 
characterized by sharp pussages-at-arms 
between the author of the motion and 
Senators Morgan, Lodge and Sher- 
man, the three last named contending 
strenuously for the observance of the 
custom of secresy in dealing with the 
treaty. The only vote was secured on 
the Hill motion, which was defeated 
the count showing only nine for and 49 
against. It is claimed that the straight 
Republican vote is solidly in favor oi 
ratilicalion and that a traction at least 
of all the other elements will be founil 
in that column when the vote ia an- 
nounced. 

When the senate took up the treaty 
upon its merits. Senator Sherman, chair- 
man of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, spoke for about an hour, making 
a strong plea for ratification, which lie 
urged was the realization of a dream 
long cherished in the United States. He 
quoted historical works and congression- 
al reports to show that arbitration waa 
a distinctly American policy and refer- 
red to the resolutions of 1889 and 1893 
He also explained the ameodmenta madi 
by the committee on foreign relations 
and defended the main amendments as 
essential to the proper understanding 
and interpretation of the agreement. 

Senator Sherman urged that the deter- 
mination did not detract from tiie 
treaty's scope, except that through re- 
moving the Monroe doctrine from arbi- 
tration, it alao removed the question of 
the Nicaragua canal, which waa, he 
said, embraced in the Monroe doctrine 
He contended for the paramount im- 
portance of the treaty, and urged the 
senate to act upon it without unneceseary 
delay. He said that the niandeiiient 
eliminating the King of Sweden and 
Norway, as umpire, bad been made 
after' due deliberation and that 
this step was only taken a: 
a precaution against unwelcome compli 
cations. In conclusion, the senator said 
that it would be a great mistake for the 
senate to repudiate the the treaty, a 
mistake which would forfeit much of the 
high regard felt toward the United 
Statea, as a nation of peace-lovers, and 
which might exert a serious influence 
upon the progress of the world in the 
settlement of diputes without resoiting 
to the atrocities of war. 

Senator Morgan, in reply to Mr. Sher 
man dwelt witli especial emphasis upon 
the sweeping character of tbe treaty, 
claiming that in delegating to the Presi- 
dent the right to determine for this 
country the circumstances under which 
arbitration shall be resorted to, it robbed 
congress of a prerogative especially con 
ferred upon it. 

In reply to a question from Senator 
Vest, he said that be believed the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty would amount to an 
abrogation of the right of the senate to 
co-operate with the executive in the 
making of treaties. 

Senator Morgan further said there 
probably were few Americaiis who would 
be willing to announce themselves as 
opposed to the principle of arbitration, 
but it did not follow that everyone must 
swallow the first measure prcFented, 
wliicii professed to put into execution 
this method of aettling disputes between 
nations. He said that it behooved a ' 
persons to regard with especial caution 
the overtures of Great Britain in such 
an interest, and remarked that the Island 
Kingdom had never been especially 
known for her devotion to the welfare of 
the United States. 

Intimations were given of several 
amendmenti other than those proposed 
by the committee on foreign relations, 
among others, one definitely withdraw- 
ing the Alaskan boundary as a subject 
of arbitration, and another, modifying 
the elanse in regard to the arbitration of 
claims allecting the various states which 
some regard as unconstitiiliojial in its 
present .'ihape. Mr. Sbernian gave no- 
tice that he would ask the senate to take 
11 1) tbe question again to-morrow, and 
" sit it out." 

Nicw YoiiK, Feb. 0. — An open letter to 
the women of tbe Uiiitcil Statea, urging 
them to use all the means in their power 
to further the passage of the arbitration 
treaty with Great Britain, has been 
issued. It is signed by a number of 
well known women. Mothers and wives 
are asked to oppose amendments which 
would cripple the etliciency of the treaty 
by writiuL' to their senators, holding 
meetings and sending petitions to Wash- 
ington.

MURDERED FOE TWO BITS. 

A Tramp Kills a Fellow Prisoner to Secure 
the Few Cents That He PossesKes. 

.MiiRcici), Cal. Feb. 9. — On Friday 
afternoon a tramp named Sheppard was 
arrested for drunkenness and locked up 
in oiiB of tho cells of the city jail. A 
low iiiinntes later James Irvijig, also 
drunk, waa placed in the same cell. 
Some tliree hoars later Irving's body waa 
found upon the floor of tho cell. A.s 
tliero wiia 11 red streak around the neck 
of the dead iniiii ami other iiidicatioria 
tliat hu had been 8traii;;le(l , .Sliuppard 
wae removed to the cotiiity jail ])eucliiig 
an invealijiatioii. 

At the coronor'a inquest Friday iii;;ht 
Sliejipanl testified that lie went to sleep 
after Jrvuif^ entered llio cell and that 
wlieii he awoke Irving wag lying on his 
stomach with a handkerehief around liia 
necktrvingto strangle liiinsell. Sliep- 
pard Bald that ho took tlie handkerchief 
away from Irviiii; and, after warning 
him " not to try tliat again,'" went to 
Bleep aeain. On awakening lie iound 
Irving dead. ^ The inquest waa post> 
poned until last nlKht» ^ 

Meanwhile, Dr. Sherman made a care- 
ftil post mortem examination, iind Inst 
night testified thatlrvinp; was strangled 
;tnd the iiiarka on his iieuk were sucli as 
might iiave heen made by a pi-ace of lial- 
'tig rope, winch Sbepjiard was wearing 
as suspenders, but eonid not liave been 
made with a liandkerchief. It also de- 
VI loped that Irvin;:: hud JlOconl.s wiien in 
jail, whereas only live cents could be 
found after his dealli, while Sheppard 
when transferred to tlio county jail had 
!i bout 3.5 cents. The coroner's Jury re- 
lumed a verdict accusing Sheppard of 
murder.

A QUESTION DISPOHED OF. 

It is quite evident that there will be 
no recifirocity treaty with the United 
iStates this year. We do not know that 
tliis is wiiolly a matter ot regret. A re- 
ciprocity treaty framed on just lines 
would be un excellent thing for Canada, 
but we can get along without it. Thirty- 
two years liave passed since the old 
treaty expired and Canada has in the 
meantime greatly advanced in wealth, 
commercial importance and material 
progrees. The business of the country 
is on a very solid foundation and to all 
appearances tlie threshold of a new era 
has been reached. Canadians have no 
occasion to teel ashamed of the history 
of the last three decades or to indulge in 
anything but the liveliest hope over the 
proapects for tlie future. Witli reci- 
procity certain interests would be uiale- 
rially advanced. Tiie coal and timber 
industries, for example, have every- 
thing to gain from tree access to the 
United States market. British Colum- 
bia and the Maritime provinces are es- 
pecially concerned about this. An open 
market across the border for farm pro- 
duce would mean much for Ontario and 
all the Eastern provinces. There are 
other lines of industry which would gain 
if the custoiua barrier were removed. 
There are also many lines ot imports 
which it would be of advantage to our 
people to obtain duty free. Without 
further particularizing it may be said 
ttiat anything wliich tends to stimulate 
trade between two countries, so situated 
in respect to each other as Canada and 
the United States, must be beneficial to 
both. All this may be and is, in fact, 
admitted by every one. Conservative and 
Liberal alike; yet reciprocity is not 
necessary to Canadian progi-esH. 

Wo have ."aid that wo do not reganl 
till- 11 111 dfi-sutsa of the Daviea-Cart- 
wright mission to Wasiiiugtou wholly 
with regret. Keciprocity has been a 
favorite theme with the Liberals. They 
liave made much complaint against the 
C!jnservatives for allowing so many years 
to elapse without aecuringit. They have 
made it a plank in their plutiorm. Tliey 
havegivenat least a very strong color to tlie 
claim, made by their political opponents 
in this country and the anti-British ele- 
ment among our neighbors, that in the 
opinion of the Liberal party the prosper- 
ity of Canada was virtually in the hands 
of ;the United States. We shall jjrobably 
liear less of this hereafter. We shall 
Iiiobably find the Liberal party more 
concerned with the development of our 
commerce on Canadian and Brit- 
ish lines than they have hitherto 
beou. If this is the efEi^ctof the acknowl- 
edged failure of the mission to Wash- 
ington, tho country may congratulate 
itself upon the fact that the miniBtera 
went there. It will bo welcome news that 
the Liberals have ceased to look soutli- 
ward for the rising sun ol prosperity. It 
will be still more welcome news to be 
told that they have resolved upon a pol- 
icy of Canadian development. 

W'e venture the suggestion that tiie 
failure of tiie mission to Washington 
was not unexpected by the ministry. In- 
deed it is not very easy to see how any 
other result could 'have been looked 
for. A few leading American papery 
and a very few leading American public 
men have expressed thcmselvca in favor 
of reciiirocity M-ith Canada, but their 
voices have been drowned by tho clioruH 
of opposition which has been raiaed on 
all hands. Tlie habit of tho ruling ole- 
jnent in American politics, in speaking 
of Oanada,. is to characterize it as a 
country oi paupers. Even in the neigh- 
borlng" state oi, Washington, where 



EGYPT AND THE POWERS. 

The Egyptian question is likely to as- 
sume an acute stage before very long, 
unleag Franco takes a very mucli more 
reasonable position than she aeeina in- 
clined to assume at present. in retir- 
ing from the joint-occupation of Egypt, 
France threw the whole responsibility 
for the administration of the affairs of 
that country upon Great Britain. This 
responsibility was not sought by the 
Imperial authorities, but when the 
alternative presented itself of choos- 
ing between permitting a chaotic 
condition of affairs be inaugur- 
ated and maintaining an orderly 
government with British bayonets, the 
latter was adopted without hesitation 
ahd with tho approval of the best, niiiida 
in all civilized countries. British super- 
vision of l-'.gyptian ail'airs has produced 
excellent results; the credit ot tho coun- 
try is excellent; the condition of the 
people is greatly improved and the pres- 
tige of the Egyptian government is be- 
ing restored throughout Northern Afri- 
ca. In order to preserve order ou the 
Southern frontier the Nile expedition 
for the overthrow of the Khalita became 
necessary. Tliia was undertaken by an 
Egyptian force with the co-operation of 
a British continsient. It has cost well 
on to a million pounds sterling. Theori- 
ginal intention was that the Egyptian 
sinking fund should he drawn upon to 
meet the expense; but this fund is in 
the control of a joint commission upon 
which the great ))owers are represented. 
A majority of the Commissioners were 
content that the fund should be so used, 
but when the matter came before the 
Court ot Appe.ils, French influence pre- 
vailed, and it was held that the decision 
of the Commissioners was contrary to 
the terms of tho truat. Nothing was 
left the British government but to go on 
with the expedition and meet the ex 
pense itself. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
chancellor ot the exchequer, in mov- 
ing for the vote tor that purpose 
declared that the Court of Appeals liad 
taken an absurd position, and that next 
year a greater question would arine as to 
hpw far it could be allowed to interfere 
in matters of tliia nature. This sounds 
very much like a notice to tho powers 
that the joint control of the Egyptian 
finances may be terminated. Certainh' 
Sir Michael was sniliciently oiitHpoken 
when he said that Cireat 'iritaiu could 
not 1)0 forceil out of I^L'ypl by any such 
hindrances as the. refusal of money. It 
has been for some time evident that the 
relation between Egypt and the pow 
would have to be readjusted. 



Edison has discovered a new crystal 
that vastly extends the jioasibility of tho 
Ivoentgen rays, but declines to make its 
iiaiiie ])nhlic.

PaiM i: Bis.MAiiCK is a believer in blood 
and iron and it is not eurprising that he 
believes the terrors of war are preferable 
to arbitration treatie.H as a means of iire- 
serving the pence. It is by no means 
certain that the liismarckian policy 
whicii is largely responsible for the 
militarism now dominating Europe, haa 
been anything like the good thing which 
Jiis admirers claim. It haa been the 
cause ot more international heart burn- 
ings, more bloodalied, more misery and 
more taxation than anything since the 
days of Napoleon. Progressive nations 
will not kneel at the feet of the Iron 
Chancellor to take lessons in statesman- 
ship. 



In an article entitled " Business I'l'ob- 
leras," the Toronto Globe refers to the 
necessity for some legislation " to pro- 
tect the public against the groas decep- 
tion which is being practised under for- 
eign charters, whereby a thimble-rig 
business is being done under cover of 
absolute absence of responsibility on the 
))art of jiromoters, and unhap|)ily good 
names are associated with concerns 
which would not Ije found there were 
tlie ordinary responsibilities attaching to 
joint stock concerns operating in these." 
Our Toronto contemporary thinks that 
any representations which the boards of 
trade may make on thia subject will gain 
an attentive liearing at Victoria. The 
Globe is not surprised that cdmpaniea 
are formed in the state of Washington 
to carry on buainess in this pro- 
vince, but thinks the fact of 
promoters going to distant states for aiH

minion as a whole.

HEARD IN THE HOTELS. 

Why Rossland Wants Incorporation— A Fair 
Field for Canadians— The 
Inlant Salmo. 

' I don't think there will be the 
slightest opposition to the incorporntiou 
of Rossland," said Col. R. Scott, who is 
here in connectioa with the bill that 
will bo brought before the legislature 
asking that that flonrishlDg mining cen- 
tre bo made a town. Ool. Scott ia not a 
novice in municipal ailaire, for he had 
the honor of being uiiiyor of Gait, On- 
tario, for Eovoral years. The great ob- 
ject in grttiug incorporation is, Col. 
Scott explained, that locally steps may 
hi taken to place Rossland in a perfect 
aanitary condition, to provide for proper 
BO.verage and otlier necessary public 
works. These queationH are urgent, h)r 
it is iiredicted that by tho end of 1,S!)7 
Rossland will have as largo a 
population aa Yictoria, People don't 
come there and leave again, 
they settle — and consequently Rossland 
is growing more and more rapidly. 

"The proposed billof incorporation, in 
connection with which Mr. MacNeill 
aud I have come to Victoria," Col. Scott 
explained, " was, before we left home, 
s a omitted to a large and renresentativo 
public meeting, and, after dlacusaion, 
clause by clause, adopted^ without ob- 
jection. The reference which the Minw 
made not long ago us to the deairahility 
of a public meeting, was evidently a 
mistake — tho meoiing having already 
b.-eii belli." 

Talking about the report that some 
American mine owners in Uosahind dis- 
trict were giving preferer.ce to their own 
counti-ymen as against Canadians, Col, 
Scott gives the statement an emphatic 
denial. Canadians and Americans arc 
working together in perfect harmony 
aud the Americana are not showing any 
disposition to take advantage of Canada's 
liberal law.s to undtily assert them- 
selves. 

A well known American naining man 
who shares Ool. Scott's views as to the 
unlikelihood of Ameiicana making ob- 
noxious distinctions on Canadian terri- 
tory is Sir. E. Blewett, whois one of the 
largest o\vners in the Volcanic at 
Boundary, 

"I don't want a vote in Canada," 
said Mr. Blewett, . " Canadians 
have no vote .in the States and conse- 
quently Americans would not think of 
asking that privilege here. Canada's 
laws are good enough for me. They give 
me all ttie freedom 1 want, and conse- 
quently I have nothing to feel uneasy 
oyer. As for giving any undue profer- 
nco to American miners, I don't care a 
straw \yhat nationality a man is as long 
as he does the work, I have nine Cana- 
iiiaii partners myself and I don't ask for 
belter mou anywhere. 

AV. F. Sargent and| other American 
mining men who are interested in Brit- 
ish Columbia mines, spoken to yesterday 
all expressed themselves as satisfiecl 
with Canadian laws and Mr. Sargent did 
not hesitate to say that the law was bet- 
ter carried out on the Canailian side than 
in the United ;~tate:s. He was sure the 
report of undue preiereiice to American 
miners was unfounded and regretted that 
uiything of the kind should he started 
and calculated to disturb the cordial re- 
lations between Americana Uud Cana- 
dians. 

Chatlini; at the Driard yesterday on 
tliedeairability of British Columbia ores 
being smehe 1 in the province instead of 
being exported in tho raw slate, Jlr. 
Joiin R. Heavis, of the Rossland Miner, 
thought that the ([uestion was gradually 
settling itself, and without the necessity 
ot any restrictive legislation.

Splendid Samples of Ore From tlie 
British Canadian Gold Field 
Co.'s Properties. 



Some very pretty aampleB of quartz 

were received yesterday from the Nelson 
district by the British-Canadian Gold 
Fields Coinpauy ; also sainplea of the 
Galena Farm (Slocan) ore. 

Speaking of the Kootenay country to 
a representative of the Colokist, the 
Western iuanager, Mr. Herbert Outh 
bert, said that in his opinion " this mucli 
overlooked and neglected district around 
Nelson was, during the coming summer, 
going to receive more attention than had 
been bestowed upon it for five years. 
The rapidity with which otiier districts 
havu sprung into notice and the atten- 
tion paid to Koseland by the people on 
the other side of the line to a large ex- 
tent caused prospectors to neglect the 
Nelson country, but during the last few 
months this has changed and to-day 
great expectations are being formed as 
to the coining season. 

" Several JCnglish and Canadian syndi- 
cates and companies are quietly secur- 
ing properties, and now that the smelter 
is doubling its capacity and the C.F.R. 
running in a branch line from Sloean 
City, connecting with Nelson, the camp 
is sure to make a name for itself. In 
fact, one of the company's best proper- 
ties is within a mile of the city. Its 
merit waa never realized until wo got 
lioldofit; but as soon as we did eo, 
no less tlian three other parties were 
after it. The company has not only se- 
cured it — the Sunset — but its extension, 
which gives a lintj tunnel site for ;5,000 
feet. Nine men are workinc on the 
mine, in ihree tunnels, 35, Go and 110 
feet respectively, and it is out of the 
face of the latter that this line specimen 
of ore waa obtained. All along that 
tunnel there are two feet of ore that 
averages at least $15 per ton in gold, 
while in the face there is three and a 
hnlf feet of 'it. We expect to strike a 
(ihute going $200 to the ton in another 
3') feet; but the present ore exposed 
will give US a profit of $9 per ton, after 
deducting cost of mining and treating 
The company wi'l erect a concentrator 
there almost immediately. 

"This is only one instance of the value 
of properties around Nelson. The Poor- 
man and Athabasca are also great prop 
erties, in fact are, eo far as developed, 
enormously rich. The company has put 
something like $30,000 in cash in the 
latter mine and men are working niglit 
and day driving a 7x5 foot tunnel, which 
is now in 100 feet. I expect to receive 
estimates for a large plant for this mine 
in a few days and to make arrangements 
with the directors for initting it in place 
Assays as hiah as $17,000 per ton have 
been obtained. The latest news from 
the contractor is that there is two feet of 
the best ore in the face of the tunnel yet 
found in the mine. 

" There is scarcely a district in that 
country I have not visited and mv firm 
belief is that in ten years British Colum 
bia will have a population of 600,000 
people. The way towns have sprung up 
even this summer is simply astonisliing. 
The company has properties i 
these districts. In that new l)iit 
moat ])romi8ing district, the North 
Fork of the .Sal nion are some fine pro 
perlies. The Ben. Ilassen, Maud S., 
Canadian Ivintr, Arnold. Iron <iueeii 
Mersy, Ailin^.'ilon, etc. The must de 
velopment work done in that section, so 
far, is on the companies properties, the 
Victoria, Daisy, Alberta and Careless. 
These are known all over the province 
for their large low grade ore bodies. But, 
do you know, that mining men everv- 
where are very fond of a low grade pro 
position with great bodies. There are 
eight men on this property working 
niglit and dny, one tunnel is in 40 feet 
galena, which is improving all the time, 
and one cross-cut tunnel is in 85 feet 
which is expected to strike another lead 
upon which we have sunk a 25-fool 
shaft and out of which we liave got $30 
assays.

" I havejjaat received a most important 
telegram wuich points to the satiafaotory 
closing of a deal of some magnitude 
which has been pending for some time 
and which will give the company some- 
thing like COO acres in the Okanagan 
country.

Schooner "E. B. Marvin" Loses All 
Her Canoes and Boats in 
a Gale. 



A water-logged sloop in Siechart chan- 
nel was passed by the steamer Tees, 

which got in from her regular trip yes- 
terdiiy morning. Tho Tees went some 
distance out of her course to discover 
evidence of the submerged vessel's 
identity, but this could not be even 
then learned. The forlorn sloop's mast 
projected out of the water some distance, 
her main boom, as also her rigging, was 
missing, the gall hung over her bow and 
a big hole appeared in lier deck. From 
the general appearance of things Captain 
Roberts, of the Tees, concluded that the 
vessel had been wrecked some time. 

Tne Tees met several sealers on her 
trip. The E. B. Marvin put into Eucu- 
let about the beginning of the month 
minus several of lier boats and canoes. 
She had been to Skidegate, had secured 
her Indian hunters and was bound south 
when a gale of wind struck her and ditl 
the damage. The Triumph, another of 
E. B. Marvin & Co.'s fleet, has secured 
her Indian crew at Ahousett and is oil' to 
sea. Slie is paying her hunters ifii a 
skin, but this, it is understood, is the 
only crew near that point that has sign- 
ed at the wages stated, as the majority 
of the Indians are Btill holding o&t for 
H. 

On board the Tees on her homeward 
tri)) one of the Bieainer'a crew was 
charged before agent Giiillod with sup- 
plying an Indian with liquor. The ac- 
cused, however, denied tho charge, and 
as the evidence atfainst him was not 
overwhelming, he was, ujjon the recom- 
mendation of Captain Roberts and 
others, given his discharge. 

The Tees brings news of a l)ig meet- 
ing lield at Euculet on January 25, to 
discuss the llesirability of petitioning 
the government to build a road from 
that village to Clayoquot, a dis- 
tance of 10 miles. As a result 
of the meeting a petition with 
-10 signatures attached was obtained and 
sent down to Victoria for presentation to 
the government. The Tees* passengers 
to Victoria were Captain Fulton, J. 
Piercy, J. A. Clayton, Mrs. Wm.Tliomp- 
Bon, J. J. Beard, A. Deakin, Mr. llall- 
penny, J. C. Anderson, H, McKenzie, J, 
fSeehjy and wife, Jliss Goddyn, \V. Fann- 
er, .lohn McKena and Harry L. Salmon. 
The last mentioned passenger made the 
round trip on the steamer and is delight- 
ed with the picturesiiue scanery and un- 
excelled sport aflbrded by the voyage.

ARTISTS' MODELS. 



Tlie Hcqiilroincnts of a Model In a Clonl;- 
Iiouse— nour.t of Work niid Pay— ISallet 
rigurantcs — Artists' llModols— rosins For 
till! Nude.

Among the tlirongs of yotihg work- 
iagwomen crowdiug tho bnsincsa sec- 
tions of every largo city thero nro al- 
ways Bomo who attract particular iintioo 
by tho striking bounty of their figuro.s 
i\ucl the porCect tit of tlicir closo fitting 
Bowiis. It is easy for tho city deuizon 
familiar with all types to pick them out 
as cloak models, 

Tho largo wholesale houses -where 
gowns, jackets aud fur garments aro 
sold employ them, 

"It mnsfe be ea^,'! thinks tho pretty 
girl who is about to begin oariiiug hor 
own living, "just to stand in a big, 
conifnrtaLilo ,salesroom and show off 
pretty clothe.s. " 

But it is not fio easy. It is a well 
paid, faii:,'uing buaino.s3 with as many 
draw bacl:.4 as favorablo conditions, 

A gndde.s.slike oroatnre of 6 feet 10, 
or a perfectly formed little boauty of 
tho Klieiilierde.sa typo, can never bo a 
cloak nunicl uo matter how arithmet- 
ically correct her proportions may be. 
A lignro of medinm sl^o or a little over 
is required. On such a model a largo 
garment can bo soon to advantage, as 
aLno.'it all ready made clothes aro a lit- 
tle larger than medium size, Tlii.s al- 
lows for alteration to a smaller liguro, 
while tho stylos required for women of 
amnzouian build must be made to order 
and cost proportionately more, 

A cloak luodol should bo abont 5 feet 
6 at most, liavo broad shouldora which 
she carries well, a bu.st (jf about !37 
inchcs,a waist of about 23 and hips about 
40. She cannot in the smallest degree 
bp iiithcr too long waistod or short 
waistcd. Her liand must reach a little 
below hor kuco when sitting. 

Out of hor good salary of from S?U) to 
$18 per week slio must wear gowns 
•\vhieh show her figure and aro tho per- 
fection of stylo, generally tailor made, 
as this fiovoro mode displays fully tho 
graceful lines which enable her to earn 
a living. 

She has to reach tho big wholesale 
cloak liousB at half jKist S or possibly n 
o'clock, a.ssi.st in geVling tho stock in 
order and bo ready to Roe customers by 
10. Sometimes a whole day is devoted 
to ono purchaser, a large buyer from 
some otiier section of tlin country, and 
(luring the iiispi'Ction our cloak njodel 
has to try on dozens of garments, ro- 
volvu liko :i dummy so that all sides 
may ln' inspected and do hor b(,'St to 
mak(! tho garments attractive by reason 
of her good carriijge and her bciraty of 
face, if sho pos,sosscs thi.l, a.s she fre- 
quently docs. 

This never ceasing putting on and 
taking off, rovolving and pacing aro ex- 
tremely monotonous — more monotonous 
even than tho selling at a counter whoro 
a thousand diiferent ftices f oini? and go. 
Tlie sal( srooni oilers no variety, and Iho 
remiirks of the ono or two customers 
have a wearying similarity as garment 
after gtirment is criticised and disposed 
of, 

Favorablo point.i of the business are 
the short hours, as many of these houses 
have no work for the model after 
o'clock during tlu^ v. eelc tuid freqaontly 
permit a more early deptirturo on Sat- 
iinliiy.s, Tho Ktilary i.s largo compared 
witli lliat earned by women in other oC- 
cup:;tlens. Wliilo the v,-ork lia.s a .same- 
nes.s (hai Is woiirying it permits of re.si- 
ful iiiterviila and generally a decoiil 
nmotmt of time for Iniiuh, .Other draw 
backs soniotimcs mot with are tho close 
eontaei: with tin' l)lIyl"-•.^ necessary for 
the sai'' (it a eloiik. It is nothing for a 
man to take a model by the arm, tur-i 
hei- iirouud and pass his hand owi the 
garment when on hev to assure hlnj.v'3lf 
of the,';miiothijensof tho fit. All thlhCHi 
bo done in it way to give no olrViise, t):it 
someliinos tho "(rosh'' man, who crtii.-- 
up at intervals iti every largo com ni 11- 
iiity, conies along i;nd in somo way turns 
ilie iieci'ssary .familiarity into iui insult. 

riowrver, the po.sition of cloak model 
can be belli sueces.-fully by any young 
woman fil tod fur it by nature, who is 



not oversen.silivo uor on the qui viva 
for insult, \>iio has a proper otdotint of 
indopouileueu and spirit" visible >in^'lier 
personality, and who possesses a cool, 
diKcriminating Ijrain, 

Too often tho girl witii a pretty figure 
and no money drift,s to tho stage and 
becomes a figurante in a big ballot. To 
any ono who knows anything about Die 
seamy sidi? of footlight life sho awakens 
i':iy — a ];cor, little iiiotli, caught by 
glare anil bound lo liavu her wings 
Etngod. Twnptatious are mot hero under 
which the hardie.-^t: morals totter and 
hardships to uudormine tho most bonud- 
ing health. 

Rosiua Vokos once gave sound advice 
to a stagestruck girl which may bo 
quoted here : 

"You ,sco mo in tho .sunlight, yon 
poor, little dear, I ha\'o a big parasol

over my head, and I am just about to 
leave the stage to walk in tho garden. 
How rinnantiol IIow fascinating! But 
remember — the sunlight is only lime- 
light — tlioro is no garden — instead as I 
make my exit I brusli past a greasy ma- 
chinist wliii is iiulliiig np ropes, and 1 
hold my .skirts well out of tho dirt 
while waiting for tho next cue to go 
on. " 

This gives a good idea of tho two 
sides to stage life, Ooryphees and fig- 
urimtes all a-dazzlo in spangled tights, 
weaving wreaths of roses. and chiiugiiig 
from tlarao color to primrose under tho 
rays flung from a prismatic hucd lamp, 
aro good to look at and seem very htjppy. 
But go behind tho soenes tind soo what 
tb.e figurante must endure when tho cur- 
tain iH down. She is ono of i\ legion, 
huddled in a nr.now. stifling space, 
ponnod liko sheep, or driven into wait- 
ing lines by a manager who must be 
gruff it .^eeins to bo obeyed. Sometimes 
sho is sworn iit. Slie is 11 tired,perspiriiif;, 
very human creature with rouge smeared 
over her foolish little face and black 
rings from grease paint under her tired 
eyo.s. The wreaths of roses aro cheapest 
muslin. Tho spangles which blazed like 
jewels aro only tin. No ono thinks her 
romantic. If sho faints she's charged for 
it, as if it were a luxury she had per- 
mitted her.self. 

Tho temptations of the staee life to 
tho figurante seldom oomo from behind 
the scenes. It is all hard, unlovely busi- 
ness there, but if her face attracts seme 
yonth in tho audience who has more 
money than brains, or if she is drawn 
into nnsiwory intimacies with roues by 
somo of her already spphisticated com- 
panions, the story which is always lioni 
in snnsliiiio and cuds iu darkness is 
commenced. 

Tho liguranto rercivos a weekly sal- 
ary of ijtlO. This does not tipply to girls 
who daneo or sing, but simply to those 
who iuo .selected becauso of graceful 
figures to fill in a Ktage pieturi- wheiit 
ordinary marching may 1 ''^ requiri'ii. 

Another occupation requiring a beau- 
tiful form and one which pays well is 
that of artist's model. Studio life is so 
v.^irii'd and depends so much upmi rlie 
temperament of tlie tirtist as an iniiivid- 
ual that it is hard to describe it in a few- 
paragraphs. Thero are some facts, how- 
ever, tho same everywhere. 

A woiuan may bo cither tall, medium 
or petiti! for this life, provided her lig- 
uro is good of its style. She may be. a 
"society" model and only pose in tash- 
ionahlo gowns for iirtists who illustriite 
books iind magazmes, and in this case 
her figure may bo faulty enough actu- 
ally, provided slio is graceful tind woiirs 
her clothes in a chic w.iy. 

Perluqis slio is renowned for seine 
.special beauty, A model will often sit 
for the filinuldprs alone, and I know of 
ono whoso perfect arm nndrapi'd from 
tho shoulder has appeared in many 
canvase.i whi're she has had no a"- 
quaintauce whatever with the ro t of 
the figure. 

These "society" and draped models 
receive about iiiL.TO an hour. Hut some- 
times iv niodid who poses well beei)iiies so 
necessary to an artist or seul[itiir t iiat slie 
appears iu all his v.'oric and gets l;i!o\vii 
as his "stylo" — as, for exampli', Ihe 
.Tuuolilm typo running through all of 
tlio late Mr. Gibson's work. In in- 
stances liko this an artist gives the 
model a generous salary, cnnlrels all 
hor services and lias her e.L his bi ek and 
call when ho fools an inspiration. 

Only one out of every dozen models 
can or will peso for tho nude. This re- 
(juires more bt^auly of iignro than tho 
other styles of posing, and few women, 
except tho.so who havo boeji trained to 
the life from oliildhood, successfully 
adopt it. In most oasoB the identity of 
moilels who pose for the nude is known 
only to studio habitues, tinil iifteii only 
to oiK^ or two artists. These models re- 
ceive -v;? and .';onu!tinies !?4 per hour, bu; 
the opportunities lor employment arc 
small compared with what Europe of- 
fers. All posing, oven iu a seated, com- 
fortable attitude, is most trying to tho 
nerves and museles. ,Sonu( attitudi^s, 
liko ;i Ijody poise in the act of running, 
where tho burden of tho body is thrown 
:iu one foot, becomes agony after a few 
moments, and many rests are necessary, 
Tho model who can hold a poso without 
a suggestion of movement and who re- 
quires the smallest timouut of rest be- 
comes popular, Grace, some artistic 
.sympathy and ]:hysical ouduraneo are 
necessary for tho work. It affords more 
leisure than almost any other employ- 
lii">it for wonion.

Haltered to Pieces on the Rocks of 
Qnatsino Wliile Her CrcAV 
li'ight for Life. 



PoUtiJing to ipiecca on tlie weatern 
Biiores of Vancouver island, with not a 
Biiadow of liope ol ever saving lier or of 
recovering any of the costly equipment 
or proviaiona requisite for her Eualing 
expedition, the schooner Osprey la now 
a thing of the past. Her skipper, Capt. 
iMcDoiigall, and hia crew of five men are 
fortunately all safe and in town, but 
their escape from a cruel death in a 
raiding surf was uxtrotnely narrow. They 
arrived hero from the coast on the 
steamer Tees yeHtcrday raorninir, having 
left Victoria on their ill-starred cruise 
early last mouth. Oupt. McDougall vv-aa 
going to White Stone ialund for an In • 
dian cre^r before ' proceeilin;; to ttie 
Southern grounds, and it was Avhile 
making this voyage that his vessel was 
lost. 

On the 19th of Janunrj', when off 
(iuatsino, the Bchooiier wiiH caught in a 
heavy gale, which, suddenly bhiftiiig 
from tlie south to Hit' eoutheast, carried 
tiie sciiooner on Ih'own's I'oint. Jvvory- 
thiug jjoBSible was done to avert disas- 
ter, but Captain McDougall, !inal!y 
realizing that destruction was inevit- 
able, ordered a boat to be lowered and 
all hands to get into it. This was done 
til avoid the rocks, which the Bchof)ner 
^ .on struck, antl wliich were washed by 
an immense sea. The undertaking was 
e.'itrcmely diflicuit and dangerous, for 
tlie water was rough and tlie wind liigh, 
and the fragile little boat, time iiud 
again, was filled with water. 

It was in the evening that misfortune 
came, but the men managed to reach 
Lowe island, and there found shelter 
until daylight. They then went to 
Winter Harbor, and linally tostorelcee])- 
er Loeson'a, whose liosjiitality tli-ey 
shared for nearly a week. For Mrs. 
Leeson the men have notliirig but the 
kindest worda and grateful feeling. 

" Slie was a brick," one of their num- 
ber remarked yesterday, "and coald'Hot 
ilo too much for us." 

But tlio kindnesses of !JIr. and Mrs. 
iLeeson are not alone Bbowii on tlds oc- 
casion. Their hospitality baa previously 
been tested b3' many other sliipwrecketl 
mnriners. 

The Osprey wasn lO-toii vessel rjad lie- 
IcDged to Captain (.i. N. Fulton. She 
was built on the Sound about four years 
ago and was shortly afterwards register- 
ed here. She was fl staanch vessm, but 
if her bull was solid it uould not>bave le- 
sisted the rociia ir. strnck. Her loss 
means, with equipment', provisions, etc., 
that of several thousand dollars, partial- 
ly covered by insurance.

Col. J. S. CooUcfln, pr^s'^'^i't of the 
board of trade of Port AngeK's, is a 
hustler. He is one of those man who 
knows a good thing when he sees it and 
has the ability to point out to the people 
of the effete East who are crowded and 
cribbed up in the big cities that bound- 
less resources exist iu the Golden AVcat 
aiid only wait the magic touch of capital 
to bring fortune and prosperity. 

For the last nine moutlia C':.\. Cooliciiu 
has been I'^ast and has been settled in 
St. I'aul looking after the interests of 
the Pacific and Oriental Investment Co. 
of which he is jiresident, the vice-presi- 
dent being Mr. Charles F. Hamilton, 
at one time mayor ot the city 
of Winnipeg. This company has had 
in view a great scheme of establisti- 
ing huge iron and steel works at Port 
Angeles, Washington, and Col, Coolican, 
who arrived in town last night from the 
Sound, and is now staying at the Driard, 
Bays that the enterprise may now be con- 
Hideretl an established fact. With Col. 
Coolican are Mr. C. Fverett, of Pitts- 
burg, ii consulting engineer and Bteel 
man, from Pittsburg, and v.-ho is accom- 
panied by Jliss Fverett, his sister, a 
correspondent of several Eastern society 
!ia|)erp, and Mrs. John Gain. Col. 
Coolican'd stay in the East -was, he 
reports, productive of the formation of 
the I'ort Angeles steel works, a huge co- 
operative concern to Lraild an iron and 
steel plant at Port .■Vngeles, at a cost of 
4f2,000,000. The Pacific and Oriental 
Investment Co. had the site, it had the 
mlnea and it only wanted the money too 
to make it a go, eo the contract with the 
Port Angeiea Steel Works Co. is that the 
latter put up a SOO ton blast furnace, 30 
open hearth furnaces, billefand bloom 
mill, rod, bar] iron, nail, sheet end tin 
plate luiUe, foundry, raachino shops nnd 
all complete, and as soon as ?li5,000 is 
expended the Pacific c*c Oriental Invest- 
ment Co. will make over to tlioni eighty 
acres for a milling site, 200 acres lor a 
townsite, 500 feet of water front for 
wharfage on Port Angeiea bar 
bor, and other privileges. These 
great works will employ 13,000 
men, and will he no uiuaii 
rival to the great Carnegie luiuBclf.

Coolicim arrived at Port Angeles with 
his first detachment of thirty-tive steel 
workers from Pittsburg and Dmiuesne. 
and though they passed tlirough 
an exciting railway accident on 
tlie way all arrived unhurt. It 
wuB near Wanatchee that the train 
ju 111 p«d the track and rolled down an 
einbankmenc, alter evHryonehad tucked 
i themselves into their berths for the 
night. Tliere was a geneial jumble up, 
but when tlie passengers crawled tlirough 
ttie windows and sat cooling themselves 
in the snow outside it was found that 
only !i couple of brr.ises and a black eye 
summed up the daiimges.

City ConnL-.il Not Likely, However, 
to 'jo <iuite Tl\at Far 
Tliia Year. 



Yeaterda}' evening a deputation of the 
fire underwriters waited upon the city 
council for the purjioso of presenting to 
them the advisability of establisliing ii 
full paid fire department in place of the 
present call system. This deputation 
consisted of the executive of the under- 
writers association, composed of 0. 11. 
Dickinson, president; It, Hall, H. M. 
Graliame, C. B. Stahlschmidt, R. >S. 
Day; and S. G. pjlliott, secretary; while 
H. A. Munu and William Dalby also at-- 
tended. 

The proceedings led off with a state- 
ment by Mr. ICIIiott, the secretary of 
live insurance men, who said, address- 
ing the council : 

" Our nieetiag witli yon this evening 
is, as you are no doubt aware, witli a 
view of discussing tlie advisability of es- 
tablishing a full paid lire dei)artincnt, 
which in our opinion and that of many 
of our leading insurance companies 
sbould supcrsed(> the present call sys- 
tem. In estimating the particular value 
ot a (.'ity's (ire aiipliiiiivci tlieru ia neaiiy 
uKvaya this awkward featuie prosent, 
that the lire brigade and its ofHcera liave 
usually so little experience in tire li Abt- 
ing, that a sudden night alarm, or souie 
e-£ceptional and unexpected circumstauco 
or crisis in connection with a 
lire is quite naturally apt to discon- 
cert them and tends to prevent 
them applying their best energies, 
however courageous and capable they 
may be. 01 course practice gives 
them cxperie'.ice, but this, ahis, ininliea 
education at the expense of some insur- 
ance company. Take a veal ciccasioii for 
the service of tho local forc« and you will 
note an undue excitc.iticiit and nervous 
haste among the men, which only dia- 
cipline and experience can tone down; 
and then minutes are eo preacioua, so 
im])ortant, at the outset of a fire, tliut 
promiititude nnd skilf cii the part of the 
Chief, readine-a and coolness on the i>arl 
of his fiubortliiialcs coiuit ior so much in 
keeping down llio loss. (.)ne grave defi- 
ciency of the present system is the 
absence of the firemen from the fire 
halls, there being -only some two or three 
sleeping on the premises, the rest living 
at their homes iu various parts of the 
city, the majority, we are sorry to say, 
ontsido the lire limiis, and aome even 
beyond the city limits. Tbese deficien- 
ciea would be overcome by the establish- 
ment of a paid de|)artmeiil aa nil the 
members of tiie brigaile would always be 
ou the premises ready for action. It 
was but three years ago that the head 
ollicea in Montreal and Toronto 
brought to the notice of this 
boaril the state of the water pres- 
sure and the onerous tax imposed 
which exceeds anj'thing in the Dominion 
ior the amount of buainesa done, and 
were strongly of opinion that our rates 
should be raised 25 percent. This, owing 
to the action ol local agents and tlio 
promise of the city, was not done, nnd 
you are to-day enjoying tlie lowest rates 
of insurance on thn Pacific Coast. Vic- 
toria has been a fortunate city so far aa 
regards (ire, yet these occur at the most 
unexpected times. St, Johns, for in- 
stance, little thought a calamity 
was BO close at hand. Ilfrncombe, 
iMiglaiid, compoacd of brick and stone, 
IniildiiUiB — ratliev diU'erently constructed 
to our cities — had enjuyod a forty years' 
n'[)os(>, and coming near at hand we 
have Seattle nnd Vaiicouvi'r. In fact no 
cilY is jiistilied in taking its jiast records 
for the future view. N'ictoria is not iu a 
position to sleep with security. Our

water pressure is lamentably deficient, 
the mains nre too small and we has'e 
only one steamer 'that is tit for use; 
while wo lire given to understand there 
are twenty millions worth of perishable 
property within our city liuiita. 

" Tbo majority ot you are nodoubtun- 
der the irnpreasion that the iuEurance. 
compansea take a hu ge amount of money 
out of the city every year in the shape 
of preminms. We may therefore be 
permitted to place before you a few lig- 
ures allowing the true state of affairs. 
Taking the average annual premium in- 
ouie for the last sis years at $80,000, wo 
liavo the followiug results: Average 
yearly loss $32,000, or 40 per emit. ; ex- 
penses as taken from the rerrn % of the 
superintendent of inanr?ince «V. Ottawa, 
30 percent.; and reserve for nnexpired 
policies and reinsurance purposes, 40 
percent.; this showing a Iobr to the 
companies of 10 per cent., or just the 
amount of the tax. 

"The argument has been advanced," 
went on Mr. Elliott, " that the proposed 
change does not provide sufliciont men 
to handle the apparatus. In this con- 
nection it may lie well to draw a few 
comparisons. London, England, has 13 
men to every 100,000 inhabitants; Van- 
couver has 22 men with two steamers 
and three fire halls ; Jackson, Michigan, 
population 20,000, has 20 full paid men, 
cost .$19,27.1.27; Mainslee, Michigan, 
population i;!,000, has 9 full paid men; 
Ilobtiken, ITew Jersey, population '!(!,- 
000, lias '15 full paid men, ex'pi-'nses $.")2,- 
000; \Vinni])cg, .Man., iiopiilation HI, 7.50, 
baa oO full paid men, e.\))enses .t.'w.llOO ; 
llaiiiilton, Ont., ]iopnlatioii 50,000, lias 
41 full paid men, cost f;J2,000 ; i^jiokano, 
Wash., population 30,000, has -15 full 
paid men, c.'cpensea .'•■.50,000. 

In conclusion, you must readily see 
that we are in a jiositioii to demand a 
uiore cliioient Eervice than at preaei)'„ 
provlilcd, considering the large Miicimt 
p.iid by the companies in'.o ihn city 
treasury, and wo are very much afraid 
that unlqas something !.a done in the dir- 
ection indicated, that tlie rates in Vic- 
toria will have to be advanced, and 
would, thereforss, stronRly urge upon 
you the ndoptiunof the full-paid depart- 
ment syeteiu. 

In responee to the Mayor's question as 
to M'hether or not he was aware of any 
liefocts in the present sy stem , Mr. Elliott 
said that the water pressure was not siif- 
(icucnt, and tliatthere were a great many 
ab.-eutecH unions; the call men at fires. 

The Mayor re])lied that the water 
([uestion was not aU'ected by either a full 
or call systein, and he produced the roll- 
call of the <lepartm6nt to show that at 
50 fires, since lastMarub, the absentees 
only avorat,'eil two. 

Aid. L'aitrid^c, cbairinaii of the fire 
wardens, in explanation of the roll-call, 
said the roll-call did not show what men 
werp present when the lire began, only 
after it had been extincuished, therefore 
it could not show properly what men 
were at the fires, consequently Mr. El- 
liott's statement was perfectly accurate. 

]\Ir. Ii. Hall was the next to present 
Ilia views as an underwriter, sayiii}; that 
he considered a partly paid department 
was not so satisfactory as a full paid one, 
because it was impossible for call men 
always to get as promptly to a tiro as 
men living; at the lire liiill^. However, 
if the caiiiicil did not see lit to cliaii^e 
the present system at any rate eoiiie rule 
should be made about call men liviup; 
within a reasonable distance of the fire 
halls. Tlio call men being ])erinitted to 
put on substitutes, too, was not fair 
either to the department or the safety of 
tlie city. The first five minutes told, he 
said in conclusion, and everything de 
pendcd ou men and apparatus getting at 
once to a lire. 

Mayor Bedfern remarked that he 
could not say what action the council 
would take, but he thought he was safe 
in promising that it would bo insisted 
that a larger number of the call men 
should sleep at the lire halls than 
hitherto. 

Mr. William Dalhy, as another (ire 
underwriier, sjioke stron;;ly in favor ol 
a full [laid department. The insurance 
comjianies, he iioirited out, jiaid a !ar(;er 
tax than any other business and were en- 
titled to soniecoiiaideration. 

" Do you consider that a dopartmeiit 
ot eighteen fully paid men is better than 
one of eleven full paid and sixteen call 
men '.'"asked .-Vld. ^JcCaiulIcss. 

I\lr. Dal by, speaking from hia own 
view, believed it was. 

Then Mf. Day has his opinion 
to oirer. In this democratic age 
representation went with repre- 
sentation, consequently the wishes 
of the insurance companies, who paid 
fully one-half tlie cost of the fire depart 
ment, were entitled to consideration 
"Waxing eloquent, Mr, Day turned back 
to history to prove that an army of 1,000 
well e(|uipj)ed and trainetl men were 
more tlinii equal to a largo force of uti- 
iliBcipliiied, and from this illuatiation 
lie held that a small jiiiid dejiartmeiit 
was better than a large ill-traiueil one. 

.\ld. Harrison, though standing np for 
the present systein, was not actuated bv 
any butthe best motives. Ho insured 
himself and had !i6,000 now with Mr. 
Hall. 

" Well, it's time you changed and gave 
the rest of us auLanue," put in Mr. 
Dalby, jokingly. 

Mr. H. A. iSlann while favoring the 
paid department \Vished the council to 
understand that the iueurancu men were 
actuated by the best motives and not by 
a desire to raid the treasury, and Mr. 
Hall desired to stale that he and his 
asaociates did not couio there to dictate 
but simply to e.vjircRS their views, 

Then with mutual expressions of the 
high consideiation the council and in- 
surance men held for each other, the 
discussion terminated.

Nfld., en route for Ottawa 
within a few days to meet Lord Abor- 
deeii. It is reported in inner military 
circles in Halifax that the plans fortlie 
conBtruction of a new barracks are 
complete. The rejiort is also in 
circulation among military people 
that two TCf,dinents of infantry and one 
of cavajry will be stationed at Halifax.

BANK OP ENGLAND. 

Death ot Its Former Manager Recalls the 
Financial Stir of a Few Years Ago. 

London, Feb. 9. — l<;raukMay, formerly 
chief cashier and practically manager of 
the Bank of lOngland until he resigned 
in ISOli, is dead. The resignation of Mr. 
Frank May, announced on November 10, 
1893, caused quite a stir in financial cir- 
cles in Great Britain. Mr. Alay was 
practically manager of the Bank of Eng- 
land and had been chief cashier for 
twenty years. His father was junior 
partner of the firm of Coleman I'c May, 
stock brokers, who were connected with 
several trust companies which collapsed 
towards the end of 1893. It was reported 
lifter Mr. May's resignation that the 
Bank of England had advanced large 
sums of money on securities to these 
companies. But the report was never 
verided and was denied. The Banlc of 
England sustained a heavy loss as a con- 
sequence of their failure. 

The reason civen for requesting the 
re-ignation of Mr, May was that he had 
induced the liank ot luigland to make 
transactions which were not in accord- 
ance with the old traditions of the Bank 
of England, and it was stated the losses 
sustained did not exceed £'^5,000. A re- 
port was circulated, after Mr. May's re- 
tirement, I hat he bad been made the 
scapegoat for the irregularitiesof certain 
directors, and on their initiative he ac- 
cepted their doubtful securities. Some 
reports had it that the Bank of England 
lost as much as £-100,000 by the trans- 
actions referred to, and it W8B further 
hinted that these losses were incurred 
not so much in the trust companies in 
which Coleman & May had an interest, 
but in transactions' with .the South 
American and Mexican companies.
